SHORT who must of loved children because after hers were grown she took Lora Rebecca Short and James Aldridge Short 
into her home along with her son John Kirkland Short and became a mother and grandmother again. Five years later in 1928 
her husband James Henry Short died and she continued to be the perfect mother to her son's children. The First Baptist 
Church of Meridian Miss was a dominant factor in the bringing up and rearing along with the superb public school system of 
Meridian Separate School District. Troop 6 of the Boy Scouts of America sponsored by the First Baptist Church along with 
aunts, uncles, cousins, teachers, and friends. There were no excuse for not making Honor Roll except for being lazy and a lack 
ofdesire. JAS did in fact graduate from High School-Meridian Junior College-became a NAVAL AVIATOR with duty of 
flight instructor-with a wife and two children enrolled in 1946 at MISSISSIPPI STATE UNIVERSITY graduating in 
Accounting in 1947.

Ms. His father James Lowe Short was captured by the Union Àrmy at Vicksburg 
and was confined at his home as a prisoner of war. James Henry SHORT was 
apparently quite energeric in that as a young chap he attended what is now 
Miss State University as one of its first students. Не became one of the first 
employees of G M & O railroad and worked out of Meridian Ms. Since his mother 
died a year before he married 1n 1886, and he being the oldest child, his 
brother Benjamin followed him to Meridian, and it wasnt long before three 
sisters and a younger brother followed them to Meridian also. Benjamin 
continued as farmer and primary interested in dairy business and JAMES HENRY 
SHORT pursued with the railroad and afther the loss of one eye went into a type 
of business as he witnessed on the Railroad of the vendors that sold snacks to 
the passengers. Не decided to vend such items as peanuts, popcorn, bananas, 
Soft drinks from a cart or wagon and finally a truck.

With his pleasant 
disposition and his strong desire to succeed his business became quite large 
and consisted of several trucks, a large warehouse store, and a crew of sales 
personnel that branched out to Neshoba County Fair,Lake Miss Fair, Alabama 
Mississippi Fair in Meridian Cotton States League Baseball concessions at 
Meridian. His oldest son James Elisha Short established his own business along 
with the same lines and added snowballs and other items that the customers fell 
in favor of. His routes were primarily the various grammar and Jr High school 
and the Cotton Mills that employed large number of people and that were 
finished their work at a set time. His 2nd son stayed with the business until 
1928 when James Henry died, John Kirkland Short then opted to open his own 
store in downtown Meridian and offered the same type of nickel and dime 
snacks to a walkin trade which survived the depression and World War II.

Undoubtly he was of early English stock. The name was well known at the time of the NORMAN invasion in 1066. In

The tentative dates for 
his birth are based on his signing of the MAYFLOWER COMPACT in 1620 and his death in 1679. As a signer of the Compact 
he must have been twenty, the known age of Gilbert Winslow.
